Dispatch.} The Treasury Department 
today decided that, upon the presenta- 
tien of the facts made, the duties paid 
by Gen. Harrison Gray Otis ef Los 
‘Angeles at El Paso, upon Gen. Otis’s 
recent return from Mexico, were im- 
properly collected, and the collector of 
customs at El Paso was directed by the 

ury Department to return to Gen. 
Otis whatever money he paid in duties. 

In making this decision public the 
Officials of the Treasury Department 
pald that they had found that Gen. 
Otis, during his recent trip to Mexico, 
bought some presents for the members 
of his family, such as any tr: veler 
in foreign .countries might purchase, 
and that under the law these presents 
for his family, to the value of $100, 
may be brought into this country with- 
out the payment of duty. Therefore, 
Assistant Sectetary of the Treasury 
Spaulding ordered the duty paid by 
Gen. Otis ($48.45) refunded. The order 
Was issued within ten hours of the 
time that the case came to the offi- 
cial notice of the Treasury Depart- 
ment today. 

It was added at the department that 
it was not supposed in Washington 
that Gen. Otis cared anything about 
on he had paid in duties, but 
hat he was standing for his rights as 
a citigen returning from a trip to a 
Toreign country, and in that he is up- 
held by the Treasury Department.

The gunshop at the Washington navy 
yard during the past year turned oat 
234 guns, prepared sets of forgings for 
146 more, and has sixty-five in course 
of manufacture. The bureau is pre- 
paring a new type of three-inch gun 
60-caliber in length, of a semi-auto- 
matic character, to replace all guns 
of this size now™in use in the navy. 

Admiral O'Neil says that fof the first 
time in years the manufacture of ar- 
mor has progressed in a satisfactory 
manner, 7612 tons having been delivered 
at the various shipyards during the 
year, with prospects of large in- 
crease in the deliveries. Guns, pow- 
der and projectiles have made a de-. 
cided advance, rendering it ali the 
more necessary that there should be 
an improvement in the quality of the 
armor, but none seems to be in sight 
at present. Recently the armor manu- 
facturers voluntarily made a reduc- 
tion of ten shillings per ton on the 
royalty for the Krupp 

ith the exception o 
shell wder, no black or other than 
smokeless powder has been purchase 
or manufactured for the navy since 
the Spanish-American War.

BANKS’ FRANCHISES.

GRAIN KEEPS ADVANCING. 


CROP ESTIMATES WAY OFF. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 27.—The 

grain department of the Merchants’ 
Exchange was the scene of consider- 
able excitement today owing to the 
sensitive condition of the local wheat 
market, and the steady advance in 
prices. The sessions were largely at- 
tended, bidding wae spirited, and 
there were more outward indications 
of active business than have been 
witnessed for many months. The up- 
Ward movement in prices has really 
been in progress for about three weeks 
but it is only during the last few days 
that the daily advance has assumed 
noteworthy proportions. 

The Chronicle says that among the 
operators and brokers it is a matter 
of astonishment that the estimates of 
the crop of the State could be so far 
from what the present available sup- 
— show must have been the actual 
acts. 

This year the reports at first indi- 
cated a yield of about 900,000 tons. 
Now, when the harvest is completed, 
the trade facts seem to show that the 
entire crop is only 600,000 tons, or a 
trifle over. 

As a positive proof of the short crop 
in Califernia, it may be stated that 


000,000 grain bags carfied over 
Season. This shows that the farmers 
did not have the grain. Usually the 
carry-over stock of grain bags is from 
10,000,000 to 15,000,000, and as the im- 
ports of bags were not in excess of the 
usual quantity the extent of the wheat 
shortage is at once made apparent. 
The great drought in Australia is 
turning a large quantity of wheat in 
that direction which would otherwise be 
shipped to Europe from this port, 
though the steamer Sonoma brought 
news today that the drought was 
breaking and better conditions pre- 
vailed in the South Sea continent. The 
British ships Claverdon, Trafalgar, 
Gienclova, Blythswood and Vimera 
have’ all been chartered to load here for 
Australia and. other cargoes may be 
engaged before thé end of the week. 
¥Freights have gone down and ships 
are now easily secured at 17 shillings 
sixpence per ton, with the disengaged 
tonnage in port on the increase. 


TRAINMEN BADLY HURT.

This 
seemed to enrage him, for he in anger 
rushed at the woman and struck her a 
stinging blow in the face, cutting a 
gash under her eye and causing her 
face to swell so badly that her eye al- 
most closed. Mrs. Hillen grappled with 
the enraged man in an effort to protect 
herself from further assault, when the 
drunken bartender bit her on the wrist, 
inflicting a deep. laceration. At that 
moment Robert Hiilen, the son of the 
woman, rushed into the place and the 
two men grappled. 

Hieliwigi broke away and ran tnto a 
room in the rear, and locked himseif 
in. Hillen secured a revolver, and bat- 
tered on the door for admittance. It 
was refused and he kicked in the 
lower panels of the doors in his efforts 
to force a way to the assailant of his 
mother.

SEWAGE SUGGESTION. 


In The Times of Sunday Frank 
H. Olmsted, formerly City Engineer: 
of Los Angeles, had a communication 
on the subject of sewage treatment 
which is of special Interest to Los An- 
geles just now, when we are about to 
struggle with the problem of increas- 
ing our sewerage facilities. | 

Great advance bas been made in the 
scientific disposition of sewage dur- 
ing the past few years, especially in 
Europe. For a section where water is 
worth over a thousand dollars an inch, 
to turn thousands of inches into the 
ocean, there to pollute the surround- 
ings, certainly appears to be a most 
unreasonable, wasteful and absurd 
method of procedure. On the other 
hand, there are objectious against the 
use of crude sewage on the land, es- 
pecially in the raising of vegetable 
crops which grow above ground. Here 
science has come to our assistance, and. 
has devised a pian for the complete 
purification of sewage, by a method in 
which the processes of nature are imi- 
tated, the matter being brought into 
contact with selected species of mi- 
crobes, or bacteria, under conditions 
most favorable for their acting. These 
bacteria then rapidly destroy that por- 
tion of the sewage which can putrify. 
The liquid passes off scarcely less in 
volume than before, but nearly clear 
from odor or possibility of subsequent 
decay. It cannot safely be discharged 
into streams above the point from 
which drinking water is taken, but it is 


- excellently adapted for purposes of ir- 


rigation. This system has been suc- 
cessfully adopted In a number of En- 
giish and American cities. Mr. Olm- 
sted believes that. here In Los Angeles

Surely this is a vast improvement 
over the present system of discharging 
the sewage, in its crude state, into 
the ocean, along a coast which. is be- 
ing rapidly built up with summer cot- 
‘tages. It has been estimated that the 


purification would pay the cost of that 
work, leaving water to be sold by the 
city for,irrigation that would bring in 
a revenue of over $80,000 a year, reck- 
oning it at half the average value of 
water in this section.

The twilight argan, in the same issue, 
publishes another communication 
t.cnel “Green” (also an appropriate 
fignature,) In which the writer ex- 
rresses ‘himself as “agin’'” the pro- 
msed improvements. He considers 
them (especially the contemplated im- 
rrovements in the sewer system) as 
“unnecessary,” “impracticable,” etc, 
ete., closing his communication with 
the sapient remark that “We need 
food streets continually, and it would 
tc better for the city to contribute 
the amount proposed for storm-water 
drains, for the construction of such 
clreets for the gentra! benefit of the 
entire city.” 

It is hardly necessary to say that 
there are in the world plenty of Si- 
lurians who recard sewers of all kinds 
as “unnecessary,”’: who have no use 
fcr schools, and who regard all money 
exponded for public improvements as 
wasted. But, fortunately for the prog- 
reas of the world and the good of hu- 
manity, persons holding such opinions 
comprise but an infinitesimal propor- 
tion of the total population. Such is 
the case in Los Angeles; and for this 
reason it is -probable that the public 
improvement bonds which are to be 
y%ted upon at the special election to- 
worrow will all carry, 

Of course “we need good streets 
continually.” And because of the fact 
that good streets are needed “continu- 
ally,” the prop2sition for the construc- 
tion of storm-water sewers should be 
carried, overwhelmingly. It is espe- 
clay and chiefly for the protection 
wf the city’s improved streets that 
it is proposed to construct storm 
drains of ample capacity to carry oT 
the surplus water which is sow pro- 
jucted imto the graded and graveled 
streets to the south and southwest. 
from the higher ground, with every 
severe rainstorm. Until some system 
shall have been constructed by which 
this storm-water can be quickly car- 
ried off from the. surface of the 
stieets, we can never. hope to have 
“good streets continually” in Los An- 
cles. 

The engineering department of the 
city, government, which has planned 
the storm-water drains and the pro- 
posed improvements in the sewer sys- 
tem, (aided by the opinions of eminent 
«xperts,) is undoubtedly more compe- 
tent to pass an intelligent opinion 
npon the efficiency of the. proposed 
system than is any citizen not pos- 
scecsed of technicalj engineering kpow!l- 
edge. We are asstred by these prac- 
teal engineers that the proposed 
ctorm-water sewers will accomplish 
the purpose for which they are to be 
copstructed. Upon this assurance the 
people of afl sections of the city may 
safely rely. ke 

Of the proposed improvements upon 
which the people are to vote tomor- 
row, none is more important than the 
storm-drainage proposition. All vot- 
ers in the uptown section should fa- 
vor these bonds, as well as the outfall 
sewer bonds. because the storm-water 
drains, if constructed, will prevent 
the flooding of the business streets in 
every heavy rainstorm, which causes 
uo end of annoyance and loss. But 
the people of the southern and south- 
western sections. and those of all low- 
lying parts of the city, are even more 
vitally interested in this matter than 
aie the residents of the uptown sec- 
tiens; for with the present lack of an 
efiicient drainage system the residents 
of the south and southwest are obliged 
to take nearly all of the storm-water 
which comes down from the bighet 
levels. This water rushes through the 
fireets in the lower sections. often 
filling an entire street from curb to 
curb. washing away the surface gravel 
and seriously injuring the highway. 
The residents of the south and south- 
west are getting tired of paying for 
eatensive and expensive street im- 
provements, only to have them de- 
stroyed within a few weeks or a few 
months by water and sand and rub- 
Lith from other parts of the city. 
ihey should vote solidly for thé 
sicrm-drain bonds, which will put 
into operation a‘ practicable plan for 
intercepting the storm-water from the 
hills and turning it into its natural 
cutlet. the Los Angeles River. 

Until the city of Los Angeles shall 
Lave been provided ‘with a complete 
scwer system, including adequate 
storm-drains and'outfall sewer accom- 
modations for the entire city, money 
expended for extending and improving 
the sewer system will be wisely and 
profitably invested, notwithstanding 
the ill-natured grumbling of Silurians 
end fault-finders of every description.

Notable Career of One of Ohio’s Pa- 
tridtic Sons Whose Last Years Were 


Spent in California. 


The. sudden death of Gen. Mendal 
Churchill, at Coronado on the 2ist 
inst., is sincérely lamented wherever 
he was known—in Ohio, where he was 
born and spent the flower of his man- 
hood, and in California, which was the 
home of his ripe’ old age. Especially 
will he be missed by his companions of 
the Loyal Legion, who honored him 
for his gallantry in war and his manly 
worth in all the walks of civil life. 

Gen. Churchill was a fine example 
of the class of patriots who saved the 
Union during the dark days of 1861-5. 
He was of Puritan ancestry, the fam- 
ily having come to Massachusetts as 
early as 1643. He was born in Law- 
rence county, O., July 23, 1829, and was 
therefore 73 years oid at the time of 
his death. His father died in middle 
life, leaving a widow and six small 
children and but little property. Y 
Mendal was taught self-reliance at an 
early age by being compelled to shift 
for himself. He obtained employment 
in a country store and spent most of 
his boyhood behind the counter. His 
education was limited to the common 
country school course, and two terms 
at the county-seat academy. At the 
age of 21 he obtained a position as 
storekeeper and book-keeper at the 
Keystone, ©O., fron furnace, where he 
remained until the outbreak of the 
Civil War. 

At the call to arms he volunteered 
as a private, and was soon after elected 
captain of Co. E. Twenty-seventh 
Ohio Volunteer Infantry. In December, 
1862, he became major of the regiment, 
and was subsequently advanced to the 
rank of lieutenant-colonel and colonel, 
succesively, and brigadier-general by 
brevet for meritorious service. The 
Twenty-seventh Ohio wus one of the 
great fighting regiments of the war, 
and participated in many battles, first 
as part of the army of Missouri, then 


that was ever near her heart. We need 
| nat apnrove the principles advancad 


of the army of the Mississippi, and 
lastly the army of the Tennessee. In 


one battle, Nick-o'-Jack Creek, Capt. 
Churchill's company lost forty-two 
men in less than two minutes. At the 
battle of Atlanta, July 22, 1864, the 
regiment suffered a loss of 150 killed 
and wounded, Col. Churchill himself 
being among the latter. A button of 
his vest, which deflected a minie ball, 
was all that saved his life on that oc- 
casion. After the battle of Atlanta 
his health was too much Impaired for 
further service, and he resigned. his 
commissi his farewell order being 
dated Se ber 17, 1864.. 

Returning to Ohio, Gen. Churchill 
conducted a biast furnace at Logan 


ville, where he 
business and 


other enterprises in that section of 
Ohio, remaining so until 1891, when he 
retired. After that he travel ex- | 
tensively, visiting the West Andies, 
Florida, Hawaii, California, usually 
spending hia winters in some mild cli- 
mate, and finally making his home at_ 
Coronado. Here he suffe:cd a second | 
stroke of paralysis last Tuesday even- 


ing, dying almost immediately. His 
body was sent to Zanesville, O., for 
interment. 


Gen, Churchill had been a widower 
since 1886, and was childless. He was 
married to Miss Mary C. Loughry. at 
Cincinnati in 1861. He held many posi- 


tions of honor and trust in private 
life. and was an ardent Republican in 
politics: He was a Presidential elector 
in 1880, and a delegate to the national 
convention in 1888 that nominated Gen. 
Harrison f

DISGUSTING CONFESSION. 

A more disgusting case of unholy in- 
fatuation was probably never brought 
to light in Los Angeles, than that of 
a comely white girl for a burly negro, 
Which was thrown om the canvas in 
Justice Morgan's court yesterday. 

George Bullock, a great black coon, 
and Jennie Kennedy, a petite and good- 
featured white girl, who was hand- 
some not many months age, were ar- 
raigned for vagrancy. The charge 


was made separately in each case, with 


all the legal verbiage, describing each 
as “a lewd and dissolute person and 
frequenter of houses of il] fame.” 

Buliock, without hesitation, entered 
a plea of gulity, and the arresting 
officer testified that he lived with a 
white woman at the Plaza House, and 
was a hanger-on uwround the red-light 
district, and had no means whatever 
of gaining a tivelihood. He was or- 
dered to appear this morning for sen- 
tence. 

When Jennie Kennedy was arraigned 
on a similar charge she pleaded not 
guilty, and all the officers on the night 
watch in the plaza section of the city, 
testified that she was the woman with 
whom Bullock lived, and it did not ap- 
pear why she pleaded not guilty. 

As the case progressed she, for the 
greater. part or the time, sought to 
attract the attention of the coon, but 
he refused to meet her gaze. 

When put upon the stand in her own 
defense, she showed the utmost un- 
concern so far as her connection with 
the negro was concerned. She said: 

“I do not deny living with this 
man.” 

So far as the main point in the charge 
against her went, that was al! she had 
to say, but argued the question as to 
the length of time she had been liv- 
ing at the plaza resort. She stated 
that the negro had abused her and 


‘she had some disposition to get away 


from him, but on her way to the cell, 
after she had been told to appear to- 
day at noon for sentence, she made 
the following astonishment statement: 

“I love Bullock, and nobody has a 
right to try to prevent a woman from 
living with a man when she loves 
him, and I'm going to live with him 
if. 1 want to.” 

The' officers state that she is a reg- 
ular habitue of the negro quarter, and 
that she associates solely with negroes.

CTOBER DAYS ; 
ON THE PLANTATION. 
ODD WAYS IN WHICH THE NEGRO 
_ ENJOY S HIS MONEY. 


{New York Sun:) This is the time 
of year down South when most things 
happen and ‘even the humblest country 
= Cevelops an enthusiasm for bus- 
i . 


To dwellers in bustling centers used 

to businegs every day in the year it 
may have its humdrum aspects. Noi sv 
to the cotton grower who, since Feb- 
ruary, has been thinking hard about 
the soll, the weather and the pariicular 
depths of ploughing. 
With October days and the high tide 
of the cotton harvest he gets his hands 
on actual cash and enjoys the feeling 
of being abie to buy trom whatever 
store he pleases, and of being indepen- 
agent of the mer.hant from whom he 
got his advances. The whole country 
shows the eilte.t of these loosened puise 
strings and the black plantation folk 
most of all enjoy being tree to induige 
their fads 

Just now the possession of a bank 
book is the latest pet foibie of the 
country darky. To start an account oi 
a few doilars and have a pass book 
which he can display to neigh-_ors and 
keep in his inside coat po ket, to be 
looked at as often as he chooses, is 
bliss unspeakable. 

At the most, after his land rent is 
paid in cotton and the rent for his 
muie settied and the account for his 
year's advances with the storekeeper 
made straight, he may have a matter 
of $30 or $40 left with which to get 
winter clo.hing and supplies for himself 
and his family. He may mean to devote 
@& part of this sum to a payment on 
a buggy or to pay it out on a cow or 
an ox, or for a cane grinder and boiler 
or other farm necessities. 

But before he uses it at all he must 
first put it in the bank. Whatever the 
sum or however soon he intends to 
withdraw it after the deposit is made, 
the deposit must be made in order that 
that precious bank book may be his 
to show and to thumb over for a cer- 

mn number of days. 

Some depositors put in a dollar or 
two one week only to have the pleasure 
of taking it out the next and of thus 
transacting business. No people on 
earth enjoy so much as these the doing 
of things purely for the sake of the 
doing, regardless of any advantage to 
accrue. 

Indeed, so proud and pleased are 
these customers with their pass books 
that they would not forego having 
them even if they must pay for the 
privilege. But the banks appreciate 
this quality in their ebon customers, 
and, realizing the transitoriness of their 
deposits, provide them with little thin- 
leafed pass books inexpensively got- 
ten up. 

The radiant face of the plantation 
tenant who has money in the bank dur- 
ing these October days is worth see- 
ing. In secret he may wrinkle his fore- 
head and rub his woolly te bewill- 
derediy over the printed rulings in his 
pass book, printed words being a trouble 
to him. But in public he is confident 
and smilingly alive to the importance 
that his business dealings confer. 

The taking out of life-insurance pa- 
pers is anuther fad that has lately 
spread among the plantation hands. In 
the fall in the cotton-selling season is 
the time that they have money to de- 
vote to the purpose and the agents 
make new converts in this hitherto un- 
worked field every day. 

The possession of papers, legal doc- 
uments that put the possessor some- 
how in touch with big dotngs. is the 
bait that catches them. And those who 
have made the first payment on their 
policies and have the vouchers to show 
are as happy as a child in the posses- 
sion of a new toy. 

There is something odd in the fact 
that these hand-to-mouth scramblers 
for a living should take precautions 
for the future. The very next year 
after they have taken out their policy, 
their address may be changed, or they 
be so far withdrawn from postoffice or 
from public knowledge as to be beyond 
the agent's finding. 

among them change their 
names or a part of their names from 
time to time, according to fancy, going 
by a certain name one year and having 
their letters directed in some other 
fashion the next. A negro will be 
known On one plantation as Sam Moore 
and on another as Moore Haynes, or 
Moore anything else that seemed to 
him agreeable. 

Under these conditions even the 
scrupulous agents of sound insurance 
companies might fail to keep up to 
their bargain. And it often happens 
that the companies that issue the poli-. 
cles go to pieces shortly after the ini- 


tiatory transactions. 


Be that as it may, the prospective 
beneficiaries feel no ill will in the 
matter. They understood from the 
start, when they took out the policy, 
that it was about something to happen 
after they were dead, and so it is of 
no use to grieve about it while alive. 

It is the Nuving of the papers and 
the doing business with people way off 
in a big city that constitute the charm 
of the investment. They are a broad 
people, proud of being associated with 
affairs. 

Lutely an aged negro was found dead 
in his cabin.

New garments and belongings are made 
ready and gaudy handbags and travel- 
ing gear make their appearance in the 
cabins. 

To “get to ride on the train” fs to 
realize the utmost heaven of anticipa- 
tion. And the black man and his wife 
and children, the stranger who is vis- 
iting him, and the helpers who have 
helped him get out his crop, all get 
tickets days beforehand for this ad- 
venture into wonderland. 

The excursion exciusively for colored 
people is something new under the sun. 
It is rum very cheap. It does not go as 
a rule 100 miles and it takes care 
that its ¢ shall be some town or city 
where there are trolley cars for the ex- 
cursionists to ride on, exhibitions of 
trained animals, cheap games and ot 
treats to attract the crowd. 

A few years ago the plantation 
darky who had made a journey on a 
train, or at least had ridden ona train 
more than once or for more than a 
short distance, was a hero in his neigh- 
bor’s estimation. Now, since the 75- 
cent and $i excursions have been insti- 
tuted each year during the cotton-pick- 
ing season, the number of those who 
have never seen a locomotive or felt a 
train’s motion is greatly lessened.

“*scussion” and go in right trim—that 
is, with the proper quality of lunch 
basket and correct toggery. 

Many of these travelers come back 
sally jaded, worn out with excess of 
excitement and from having had to 
stand up all the way, the seats pro- 
vided never being enough for the 
crowd. Their ambition, however, is 
satisfied. Their neighbors know that, 
they had the experience. And they 
can always have audiences ready ‘0 
listen to the tales of what was done 
and seen. on the “ ‘scussion.” 

The rage for spectacles and eye- 
glasses has struck the country negro, 
and young and old indulge in this 
rather serious toy when thev have 
money to snend in the gratification. 
As a rule, the negro’s eyesight is ex- 
cellent, even to an advanced age. But 
the town opticians and the agents who 
peddle glasses find the plantation folk 
an easy prey, as 

oes regard the “glass eye” 
fienified appendage, calculated to 

make them appear learned and im- 
portant. 

Some of them have much the same 
appearance decked with their unneeded 
spectacies as the stalwart ox looking 
out from behind the blinds of a bridle 
when he has been accustomed to go 
along with only the yoke on his neck 
and his face free. The spectacles $0 
popular in the fall season are worn 
only until they are broken or mislaid; 
then the owner’s eyes happily go un- 
fettered until the next fall term, when 
the new crop gives him money to in- 
dulge his whims. 

October is the season when al] man- 
ner of new wares and strange devices 
appear in homely places. 7? people 
used to.conventional patterns Sf goods 
for domestic and personal wear it fs 
remarkable to see the odd character of 
things turned out for the negro trade. 

Uncle Horace, the cattle minder and 
milker, appears in a new, tall-crowned 
hat, evidently strayed from the wom- 
en’s hat department of a past stee- 
plechase fashion; a hat provided with 
a regulation man’s hat band, but 
which gives the old servitor a pecu- 
Harly rakish air as he goes about his 
tasks. His wife meanwhile is pick- 
ing cotton in a pink flannel wrapper 
on which the eccentric sleeves of a 
half-dozen years ago are flopping con- 
spicuously. 

"Purple felt hats become the rage with 
those men workers who have secured 
a winter outfit, and grotesque-looking 
scarlet and purple shoes appear on 
pickaninnies, whose fathers are pros- 
perous-minded. Giddy-looking tubs 
and buckets of shining vermilion-col- 
ored tin, show cut before the homely 
cabins. 

The wooden is the sweeter and more 
lasting utensil, but the bright tin is 
striking, and no city housewife secur- 
ing a long-coveted plece of furniture or 
bric-a-brac feels greater pleasure than 
the cabin woman, when she realizes 
that this gorgeous new tin equipage is 
really hers.

ROGRESSIVE “MOVE 
IN POMONA. 


BONDS RECOMMENDED FOR GREAT 
PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 
Issue of Hundred and Fifty Thousand 
Dollars Board of Trade’s Idea for 
Schools, City Hall and Parks—Train 
Kills G. S. Morey. 


POMONA, Oct. 27.—A most impor- 
tant meeting affecting the general wel- 
fare of this city was held by the Board 
of Trade tonight, J. E. McComas pre- 
siding in place of President Dole, who 
is now in Boston. The meeting heard 
the amended report of the Committce 
on Public Improvements, which had 
recommended the voting of bonds for 


new school, and city hall buildings and 


parks a week ago, and which had been 
asked to increase the different appor- 
tionments. 

The amended report tonight sub- 
mitted by W. A. Lewis for the com- 
mittee, composed of Messrs. Law, 


.Nichols, McComas and Schureman, was | 


to the effect that having considered the 
suggestions offered, they recommend 
the Board of Trade request the 
City Trustees to call a bond élection 
for $150,000, viz.: $25,000 for a new High 
School building,. with manual-training 
rooms, attached, to be located east of 
Garrey avenue and north of the rail- 
road; $30,000 for a graded school build- 
ing, and manual-training rooms for the 
sixth, seventh and central schools; 
$40,000 for a City Hall and park south 
of the railroad and west af Ellen street, 
and $15,000 for the grading, cultivating 
and improvements of Ganesha Park, the 
Pomona Land and Water Co., donating 
over fifteen acres of land adjacent to. 
the present park site, where the city 
now owns three acres, with the right 
to develop ten Inches of water for ex- 
clusive park purposes if the bonds are 
voted now. 

The committee further recommended 
that the bonds be serial, from one to 
forty years, bearing 4% per cent., and 
that a committee be appointed to prop- 
erly present the matter to the City 
Trustees. All the members of the com- 
mittee stated that they had given much 
time to the consideration of their re- 
port, and the estimate of the various 
amounts was recommended after con- 


ferring with the Board of Education 


and Superintendent Wagner. The lat- 
ter was present, and talked earnestly 
upon the overcrowded condition of tie 
schools, told of the discomforts pa- 
tiently berne by pupils and teachars 
amid. surroundings where health is 
constantly endangered. He argued 
strongly for the introduction of Sloyd 
work, as did D. 8S. Parker. | 

- Attorney Nichols explained the gift 
offered by the Land and Water Com- 
pany, stating that a well could be sunk,

Seeds of the Pine to Be Placed 

Everywhere on Mountains Around 

the San Gabriel Valley and Vicinity. 

Phousand Dollars Available. 
response to” the ¢lamor of 
érchardists throughout Southern Cali- 
fornia, the Bureau of Forestry has 
taken cognizance of the denuded condi- 
tion of the mountains lining the San 
Gabriel Valley, and an attempt is to 
be made to restore the verdure de- 
Stroyed by the carlessness of campers. 

The work is in charge of 8. G. Sparks 
of the bureau. and his work at first will 
be confined to planting the seeds of 
pine trees in sheltered nooks. The va- 
riety selected for the ‘purpose is 
botanically known as Pinus tubercu- 
j lata, a hardy specimen that stands 
drought well, and is not materially 
damaged by small underbrush fires 
after it has once attained size. 

Mt. Lowe will be the base of opera- 


"i tions, and the work of planting the 


seeds will be hastened as much as pos- 
sible, so they may have all the ad- 
Vantage of the winter's rains. The 
seeds are to be placed about seven fect 
apart wherever the ground will admit 
of it, and cut brush wil! be placed over, 
the hills to protect the young shoo.s 
when they appear. 

The seeds used are those gathered by 
T. P. Lukens of Pasadena in the moun- 
tains near San Bernardino, and the de- 
partment having the work in charge 
has placed $1000 at the disposal of Mr. 
Sparks for use in hiring laborers, etc.
